TRANSMITTAL AND COMMENTARY LETTER

Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various 
funds and account groups of the Town of Pittsburg for the year 
ended December 31, 1989 and have issued our report thereon, dated 
September 20, 1990. As part of our examination, we reviewed and 
tested the Town's system of internal accounting control to the 
extent we considered necessary to evaluate the system as required 
by generally accepted auditing standards. Under these standards, 
the purpose of such evaluation is to establish a basis for 
reliance thereon in determining the nature, timing and extent of 
other such auditing procedures that are necessary for expressing 
an opinion on the financial statements. Such study and 
evaluation disclosed no material conditions that should be 
corrected in order to improve the Town's internal control system. 


Our review disclosed one procedure that we would like to 
comment upon. Our following remarks are being made in the hope 
that they will improve existing procedures and are in no way a 
criticism of Town personnel. 


s s intai 


Due to lack of personnel, the present treasurer signs all 
checks and is also responsible for the recording function. There 
is no segregation of duties between the payment and recording 
function, leading to weak internal controls. 


Recommendation 

The Town should institute a program of dual signatures on 
all checks or preferably separate the bookkeeping function from 
the present treasurers's responsibilities.

Public entity deposits are presently insured up to 
$100,000.00 - for non-interest bearing checking accounts and up 
to $100,000.00 for interest bearing accounts, such as, NOW 
accounts, certificates of deposit etc. 


In the present economic situation, some banks but certainly 
not all, are experiencing difficult financial times. 


If the Town has any reservations about the financial well- 
being of their depository banks, they should request a copy of 
their most recent financial statement. 


If the latest financial statement of the depository bank 
does not alleviate the Town's concerns, then the Town should 
either obtain a specific pledge of Bank Government securities, or 
better yet, insist that the pledged securities be held by a third 
party custodian to collateralize the Town's excess deposits. If 
this is not agreeable to the bank, the Town should consider 
transferring excess uninsured funds to other banks. 


We extend our thanks to the officials and employees of the 
Town of Pittsburg for their assistance during the course of our 
audit. 


It is our opinion that the Selectmen, other officials and 
staff are doing an excellent job administering the Town of 
Pittsburg.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In 1990 the Pittsburg Police Department prosecuted the following 
number of cases: 
Motor Vehicles - 112; Unauthorized Camping - 22; DWI —- 14; 
Criminal (including thefts, criminal trespassing, littering, 
drugs, etc.) - 29; Dogs - 8; OHRV - 31; Juveniles - 6. In 
addition to this, we investigated 69 accidents in 1990. 


We are still finding that underage drinking is still a prevailing 
problem in Pittsburg and the surrounding communities. The law states 
quite clearly that until one reaches the legal age of 21 years, he or 
she cannot, under any circumstances, consume alcoholic beverages. This 
means that there is no such thing as a legal adult-supervised party 
where alcoholic beverages can be served. This means that these adults 
have not only a legal obligation but a much higher liability obligation 
to see that the law is obeyed. Believe it or not, this means that 
parents cannot serve their children alcohol without breaking the law. 
Our stand on this issue is twofold: First of all, it is illegal and 
our job is to see that the law is enforced; and secondly, we are con- 
cerned with the health and safety of our youth. 


The members of the Pittsburg Police Department think that our Town 
is fortunate to have the kind of youths where the good kids outnumber 
tCheeeeaeones. This is a direct reflection on the parents, the school, 
and the fact that our kids are not letting someone else make their 
decisions for them. I would personally like to thank the volunteers 
who operate the Pittsburg Panthers' Den (Youth Center) and the Boy 
Scout Leaders and other organizations who work to give our young people 
alternatives in which they can exercise their rights as individuals to 
make choices as to what they want to do with their lives. 


In 1990 we added a new officer to the Department. Brendon McKeage 
joined us and has completed the Special Police Officers' School making 
him a Certified Officer in N.H. Brendon comes from Pittsburg and 
should be a positive asset to tne Department. 


Many of you may have noticed the telephone number 237-5555 on the 
back of the new cruiser and wondered why a Colebrook number? This 
number is our dispatch number and you can call 24 hours a day, 7 days 
a week, and there will be someone there to take your call. As a matter 
of fact, in 1990 Colebrook Dispatch handled over 3100 communications 
for Pittsburg. This amounts to nearly 20% of all their calls. We are 
fortunate to have this resource. 


In closing, I would like to thank you for your support in 1990 and 
look forward to serving you in the future. We are here to serve and 
protect.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Pittsourg Fire Department held its usual monthly meetings on 
the second Wednesday of each month at 7:00 P.M. in the meeting room 
over the Town Office. Starting in September, the meeting night was 
changed to the first Wednesday of each month and the second Wednesday 
was set aside for training. This training has been arranged through 
the N.H. Fire Standards and Training and through the assistance of Brad 
Sheltry and Phil Ducret, state fire instructors of Colebrook, to give 
our men an opportunity to become certified Fire Fighter I. We are very 
grateful to the two Colebrook instructors and the two instructors from 
the Berlin Fire Department (Chief Paul Fortier and Assistant Chief Bob 
Goudreau). Becoming a certified firefighter is a long process with 
class three to four hours per month, and will probably take two years 
to complete, but will give us about ten more certified officers, where 
we now have only four. 


The following is a comparison of alarms answered:

We would like to ask the Town to support the new emergency communi- 
cations system. This system is an effort to improve both the fire and 
ambulance service to the Town. The personnel responding to the calls 
will receive the notice all at the same time and arrive at the scene 
faster. 


It is the law that you are required to have smoke alarms in any 
structure built since 1986 for human occupancy; they are also your only 
life saver should a fire start when you are asleep. Remember, a five- 
pound dry chemical fire extinguisher and a smoke alarm are the best 
insurance policy you can have. 


It is a statistical fact that 52% of N.H. structural’ fires origi] 
nate as chimney fires, so, please, don't take a chance. If you have 
a chimney fire, call 538-6611, give your name and location of building, 
and stay on the line until you are told to hang up so the alarm can be 
rung. 


We would like to remind people that ashes (wood or coal) should 
be placed in a metal container for disposal, and put away from any 
flammable materials or buildings. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank our neighboring 
departments and their chiefs, Henry Prehemo of Beecher Falls and Ronald 
Hughes of Colebrook, for their cooperation and assistance during the past 
year. Also, I particularly wish to thank each and every man in the 
department for his dedication throughout the year.

This past year was a busy and productive time for the Pittsburg 
Planning Board. During the year, the Board received and approved 
four major subdivision applications; nine minor subdivision applica- 
tions with seven being approved and two withdrawn plus one court- 
ordered minor subdivision; and six minor lot line adjustment applica- 
tions were received with five being approved and one withdrawn. 


The Board approved the creation of a Master Plan Committee. The 
members included: Betty Falton, Chairman, Lindsey Covill, Martin 
Hewson, Richard Lapoint, David Thompson, James Trombly, Mary Gardocki 
Washburn, and Winston Young. Through their efforts, a community 
attitude survey was drafted and distributed to over fourteen hundred 
Pittsburg taxpayers. The results of the survey was utilized in the 
drafting of a Master Plan that is currently awaiting approval. 


The Board continues to hold its regular meetings on the second and 
fourth Thursday of every month at the Town Office Conference Room, 
starting at 7:30 P.M. All public hearings on subdivision applications 
are held on the fourth Thursday when applicable. All scheduled meet- 
ings are open to the public and citizens are encouraged to attend.
